AWARD 

This industrial dispute between Cenrtal Bank of India, 
Ahmedabad and Central Bank Employees’ Union, Ahmeda¬ 
bad has been referred to me for adjudication to the Indus¬ 
trial Tribunal (Central), Ahmedabad rrnder Section 10(l)(d) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 by the Government 
Order, Ministry of Labour’s No, L-12012/195/88-D2(A) 
dated 2nd November, 1988. 

2. The dispute relates to a single demand mentioned 
below;— 

“Whether the action of the management of Central 
Bank of India in not protecting the pay of Shri P- 
H, Pandit that he watt drawing at the time of 
leaving tho service of Air Force is justified? If not, 
to what relief is the workman entitled?" 

3. The facts of the case are that Shri P. H, Pandit (here¬ 
inafter referred to hs ‘the concerned employee') was employ¬ 
ed by the first party Bank in February. 1973 us a Clerk in 
the grade of Rs. 170-550 with usual allowances. In May. 
1981, at the Instance of the Central Government a decision 
was taken by the Nationalised Bank to protect the basic 
pay and dearncv.s allowance of ex-servicemen employed by 
the Bank after retirement or retrenchment from service. The 
concerned employee was employed in the Air Force, before 
his employment in the first party Bank. He, therefore, re¬ 
presented that he should be given beuefit of this decision. 
As per this decision basic pay and dearness allowance was 
required to be protected, The concerned employee was, 
therefore, called upon to produce nccct,ary evidence about 
his basic pay and dearness allowance the time of retirement 
in the Air Force, Unfortunately, he was not able to produce 
that evidence as the Air Force office in which he was working 
had destroyed the record. He was only able to produce 
documentary evidence that when he retired his gross salary 
was Rs. 450 but he was not able to produce tho bifurcation 
thereof. Hence he was not given benefit of that resolution 
of protecting the basic pay and dearness allowance of ex- 
serviceman. He has. therefore, raised this dispute through 
the Union, 

4. The Union of the concerned employee has filed n 
statement of claim Fx. 5 wherein it is mentioned that Mr. 
Pandit was drawing the gross salary of Rs. 450 per month 
when he retired from the Air Force. It has also been men¬ 
tioned that he joinded the Air Force in 1960 and that he 
was discharged from .Air Force in April, 1970. It has been 
also mentioned thnt he has made all efforts to obtain the 
break up but he hatr not been able to get the same and, 
therefore, his gross pay is required to be protected by the 
Bank because that resolution is for giving benefit to the 
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cx-scrviccmen. Therefore, when he joined the ank, his basic 
pay should be fixed so that he would get the gross salary 
ot Rs. 450 m Februaiy, 1973. 

5. The fust party Bunk has filed written iitatcmcnt Ex. 7 
and resisted the ciaim, inter aha, contending that they do 
not aumit that JVlr. Handii was an ex-servictman and that 
he is estopped from claiming more salary than wh'at was 
offered to mm at the time or appoi'ntmeni. It has been al¬ 
ternately contended that tihri Bandit had not iunnsfied the 
necessary evidence and, thcieforc, tttc Bank cannot be blam¬ 
ed for not giving tnc boncht to Mr. Bandit. 11 has been 
also contended tnat this is not an industrial dispute but 
dividual dispute and that the claim deserves to be dismissed 
as It has been belatedly filed. 

6. Before wc deal with the lival cotentions, it is neccssaiy 
to mentioned the facts which arc not in dispute, ft is not 
111 aaiputc now that Mr. Baudit was an ox-serviccman and 
he has rendered service in the Air Force from 1960 to 
April. 1970. Before this Tribunal Shri Pandit has produc¬ 
ed the Sheet Roll vide Ji.st Ex. J4 wuich shows that ai the 
lime ol retirement Shri Bandit was getting basic salary ot 
Rs. 180 per mo'ntJi and he was also getting Rs, 10 a'j good 
coialuct allowance. It is also not in di'sputo that when he 
retired his gross salary was Ks. 450 which is revealed Irom 
the discharge certihcato, the duplicate copy of which is pro¬ 
duced at Ex. 16 It IS also not in dispute that the Bunk 
issued a office circular dated 2Uth May. 1981, the copy of 
wmch is produced at Ex. 10/2 wherein it is .speciiically 
mentioned that cx-sctvicemcn employed in the Bank ate to 
be given protection of tneir basic pay and dearness allow¬ 
ance at the time of recruitment in the Bank, the relevant 
provision IS m clause 3, 4 and 5 which reads as under :— 

3. The Basic Pay and Deancss Allowance which an cx- 

servicemen drew in tiie armed forces at tho time 
of retuemeat/retrenchment would be protected at 
the time of his appointment in the scale of p'ay in 
Bank’s service in which he is absorbed, He would 
be fitted at the minimum of the scale or at that 
level where the new Basic Pay and Dearness AHow- 
; anco corresponds to the Basic Pay and Dearness 

Allowance last drawn in the armed forces, 

4. Though the fixation will be done as described in para 

3 above, from the date of appointment, the same 
would be given effect to only from 1-4-1980. For 
those who are appointed after 1-4-1980, the effect 
of such fixation will be from the date of appoint¬ 
ment. 

5. All Divisional and Regional Offices are requested to 

verify the salary drawn by Ex-Servicemen emp¬ 
loyed in Ihe Bank at the time of their retirement/ 
retrenchment from the armed forces and revise 
their salary if there is any short-fall in the Basic 
Pay and Dearness ^Allowance allowed to them on 
the date of their appointment in the Bank in res¬ 
pective scale of pay as described in para 3 above. 
For the guidance of all, wc are giving below an 
example of such revision.” 

7. Thus it is not in dispute that as per this circular the 
basic pay and allowance of Mr. Pandit was required to be 
fixed since appointment in February in 1973 and his pay at 
the time of appointment was to be fixed so as to be not lesh 
than the basic apy and dearness allowance drawn by him 
at the time of discharge from the Air Force. Having fixed 
the basic pay and dearness allowance accordingly Mr. Pandit 
as well as the other ex-servicemen were only entitled to the 
difference of pay from 1st April, 1980 and not for a period 
prior to that. Admittedly, the Bank has not given the bene¬ 
fit of this circLilar to Mr. Pandit as Mr. Pandit vas not in 
a po'.ilio.i to produce the break up of his gross salary at 
the time of his retirement from Air Force. Before this 
fribunal he has been able to produce the sheet rolls which 
reveals lhal his basic pay was Rs. 180 since October, 1968. 
Mr. P.indit has deposed that (hat was tho maximum in the 
grade. He has further deposed th.,t he w.as getting Rs. 10 
a’-, gooil conduct allowance and, therefore, when he retired, 
his basic pay was Rs. 180-1-10 i.e, Rs. 190 per month. This 
is also revealed from the Sheet Roll which is produced vide 
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Ex. 14. Thus before this Triburuil Mr. Pmuhl has been 
able to cstablii.h allcast that hi.s bu ,k pay ivas Rs. 190 when 
he retired from the Air Torcc. 

8. A'f per the circular Mr. Pandit being an c.t-^ervicemait 
his basic pay and dearness allowance at the tinte of retire¬ 
ment from Air Force was required to be piotectcd since 
his appointment in 1973. The first p'arty Bank has not 
given the benefit of this ciicular to Mr. Pandit. There took 
a correspondence between Mr. Pandit and his Branch 
Manager and vice versa the Branch Manager and the Re¬ 
gional Office as to what should he done in case of Mr. 
Pandit. Vide letter dated 14th December, 1982, the Regional 
Office informed the Branch Manager to revise the emolu¬ 
ments of Mr. Pandit on the basi', of pay roll sheet of Mr. 
Pandit but in the discharge certificate no details of the basic 
pay and dearness allowance was available and, therefore, 
the Branch Manager wherein Mr. Pandit was working has 
not rovi.sCd the emoluments of Mr. Pandit and has not given 
him the benefit of the revised pay from April, 1980. Now 
that Mr, Pandit has been able to produce evidence to show 
that Jiis basic pay was Rs, 190 per month, it i.s just and fair to 
revise his basic pay at the time of his appointment in Febru¬ 
ary, 1978 atic.ist at Rs. 190 per month, 

9. It has been conte'ndcd in the written, statement that 
this is not the industrial dispute but an individual dispute 
but it is pertinent to note that this dispute has been raised 
by the Union lepresenting the employees of the Bank con¬ 
cerned and, theiefore, it becomes an industrial dispute and 
not an individual dispute. This position has been fairly 
conceded by Shri Chari and, therefore, it requires to be held 
that the reference is maintainable as the dispute referred is 
an industrial dispute. 

10. It hn*? been also contended that the referenc: is made 
Very late and, therefore, it require? to be rejeetd. It is true 
that the reference is made in the year 1988 but Mr. Pundit 
is agitating for gettnig benefit and he has written letters in 
the year 1982 as well as in the year 1986, therefore, it can¬ 
not bo said that the dispute raised is a belated one. I, there¬ 
fore, do not think that the claim requires to be rejected on 
the groimd of delay as there was genuine reason for the 
delay. 

11. It has been contended by Shri V. Premchand that 
the total emohiment of Rs. 450 is required to be protected 
but I do not find any merite therein. As per the circular 
referred earlier, the basic pay and dearness allowance is re¬ 
quired to be prolcCtcd. Therefore, the bas'c pay and dear¬ 
ness allowance out of the gross salary of Rs. 450 is requir¬ 
ed to be protected and not the entire gross salary oT 
Rs. 450, Shri Chari has been fair to concede that Jiow 
that Mr. Pandit has been able to produce cogent evidence 
to show that hK basic pay was Rs. 190 at the time of re¬ 
tirement from the Army that requires to be protected .and 
his emolument^ at the time of appointment in February, 1973 
requires to be fixed on that basis. On that basis his basic 
pay would become R.s. 190. He would 0*0 that basis be 
entitled to dearness allowance etc. In the result, the follow¬ 
ing order is required to he passed in this reference, 

ORDER 

In view of the olfice circular dated 28lh May, 1981 the 
basic pay of Ml. Pand't is required to he revised at Rs 190 
per monht, His other allowance shmild be fixed on the 
basis of this basic pay. The Bank on the basis of this banic 
pay in 1973 should work out the basic pay dearncs-- allow'- 
ance and other allowances admissible to Mr. Pandit from 
April, 1980 and onwards and should pay (lie dift'crencc 
thereof to Mr. Pandit as early as pos'iible and not later than 
,3 months from the publication of this Award. U need not 
he mentioned that Shri Pandit would be entitled to the 
difference on the basis of this reflxatlon even for the con- 
trihution of the provident fund since April. 1980, r'onsider- 
ing the peculiar facts the parties arc directed to hear their 
own costs.

AWARD 

Tml Cm cinmcnl of India in the Ministry of Labour in 
exercise of the powers conferred on them by Clause (d) of 
sub-seAion (1) and sub-section (2Af of Section 10 of the 
Indnstrinl DispiUes Act, 1947 ha* referred the following dis¬ 
pute to this Tribunal for adjudication vide Ministry’s Order 
No. L-220I2(15)/89-IR(C-It) dated the 21st July, 1989. 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the Management of Kunustoria 
Collierv of M/s. E. C. Ltd., in denying pay protec¬ 
tion to Sii Hanlnl Kahai, Underground I oadei we f 
Mnv 1986, is justified? If not. to what relief the 
workman concerned is entitled ?” 

7 The case of the union in brief is that the concerned 
w wim.n ‘in TI.,r.l.d Kahm was an underground loader at 
Ki imsiona folliei' The said workman met with an accident 
in 198.3 while he w.is on duty During the period Ot his 
disablement reMilting due to said accident he was not gwen 
the bcuefitB under Pt. 10.3.1 of National Coal Wage Agrce- 


3. The case of the management in bilcf is that the con¬ 
cerned workman was an underground loader of Kunustoria 
f i-llieiy and he met with an accident on 27-12-83 while he 
vv.is on duty. He remained unlit from 27-12-83 to 1-4-84 
and he was paid all disability benefits as per N.C.W.A, That 
the workman has been declared fit for light duty by the 
Central Hospital, Kalla and also by the Apex Medical poard 
of Saoctoria Hospital Accordingly he has been given light 
dull 

It is submitted that during the accident the workman wa» 
.1 piece-rated worker and accoidiug to the medical report he 
has been given alternative employment as a time-rated work¬ 
er. For sometime be was given the pay of piece-rated worker 
even after giving him the alternative Job as a time-rated 
worker. But ultimately under the order of the superiOT 
authority the same has been stopped and he i.s bc'ng now 
paid the actual wages of the present post. Under the existing 
Mile, ho is not entitled to gel any pay piotection. The man- 
.ij-cimni has ako den'ed the other material averments ot 
the written statement filed by the union. 

4 It is a case for pay protcct'on \t the veiy onbet the 
learned I ow^ei for the managemcni has urged before me 
dial this Court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate the present 
dispule as it docs not come under the Third Schedule ot 
(ho liidusuial Dispule.s Act. There is nothing under the In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Act to give any relief to any workman 
by way of pay protection. The provisions of Workman's 
Comncnsat'oii Act for disablement of a workman cannot be 
applied by this Court. With due respect to his contention 
I hud that according to the Third Schedule of the Jndustfial 
Disputes Act the question of wages includ ng the period and 
mode ot payment can be adjudicated by the Industrial Tti- 
b.mal Considering that aspect I find that the question raised 
in the present case comes iitidei the I bird Schedule of the 
Indu^liial Disputes Act and as such I find that this Codrt 
has jurisdiction to adequate the issue raised in this case, 

5, Admittedly Sii Harilal Kahnr was an underground load' 
cr of Kunustoria Colliery. It i admitted that lie met with an 
accident on 27-12-83 while be was on duty and he was unable 
to do his duty from 27-12-83 to 1-4-84, It is also admitted 
that he has been given all the disablement benefits for that 
period. It is the case of both the part'os that af^er medical 
e.xaminution the concerned worman has been declared fit by 
(ho Mcd'cal Board of Central Hospital, Kalla and Apex 
Medical Board of Sanctoria Hospital, but they have advised 
to give h'm light duty. It is admitted that during accident 
the conceincd workman was a piece-rated worker woiking 
us underground loader. But undei medxal advice he has been 
given an alternative job of a time-rated worker. The wage 
of the prc'cnl post is leaser than the previous post. It is 
admitted that for sometime he was given the wages of the 
previous post but subsequently it has been stopped by the 
management on the plea that the superior authority has not 
approved the same. 

From the N.C.W.A. I find that there is no dear orovsmn 
on this noint The learned I.awver for the union has taken 
me through Point No. 9.2.3. of N.C.W.A.-IV which reads 
as follows : 

“If the emnloyray k disabled d''e to acc'iVut, iiiis'ng out 
ot nn4 (I'l-ino ih- rn'T’c of p-nniov'osent Uo Nhe 

will get full basic waives auH „Uo>, nooe 

from the date of accident till the employee is de- 
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dared fit by the Company’s Medical Officer. The 
disabled employee will have to remain m the Col¬ 
liery/establishment or under treatment in u retcral 
hospital to be entitled to the benefit.” 

1 iiiid that the said provision does not help the workman. 
The learned Lawyer for the management has urged before 
me that the management was not at fault for the accident. 
So the Court must not saddle the management for paying 
the higher wages to the concerned workman. He has urged 
before me that with the approval of the higher aolhorily 
the ptiyment of wages .it t' c olj i ale has been stopped. On 
this context the learned Lawyer for the union has taken me 
through paragraph 2(f) of the written statement filed by the 
management which reads as follows :

“That as the N.C.W.A.-II or N.C.W.A.-III do not con¬ 
tain any provision as to the basis on which the 
wages are to be payable in such coses of conversion 
ns a result of disablement on recommendation from 
the Ho.spital Authorities as well as Apex Medical 
Board, the question was referred to the Competent 
Authority at H.Qs. of the Employers and a directron 
was received fiom tfie H.Qs, that in such cases the 
concerned workman should be paid his Group Wages 
i.e. that wages for piece rated group on an average 
basis in which concerned workman was working.^' 

By pointing out the same the learned Lawyer for the union 
has urged before me that it is mot true that the higher autho¬ 
rity has disappiovcd the payment at the old rate. On tire 
other hand it appears from the said paragraph of the written 
stalement that the highep authority has approved the pay¬ 
ment at the old rate. It may be noted here that the manage¬ 
ment has not filed the letter in question though the same 
hii', been mentioned as Annexure ‘E’ of the written statement. 
The learned Lawyer for the management has urged before 
me that the statement of the said paragraph 3(f) is a wrong 
statement. 

6. Be that as it may, we find that the N.C.W.A, is silent 
regarding the point before us. Considering all the facts and 
circumstances I find that the pi'ipciples of natural justice 
should be applied in a case like the present one. The con¬ 
cerned workman is a poor worker. He met with an accident 
ivhiic oil duty. So I find that his pay must be protected as a 
principle of natural justice, But at the same time the interest 
of the management is also to be looked into. So I find that 
the pay of the workman must be protected. But the difference 
of tay of the workman should be treated as his ‘personal 
pay' and .shall be adjusted again,st bis future increase of pay- 

7. In the result, I find that the management of Kunnsfona 
Colliery of M/s, Eastern Coalfields Ltd., was not justified 
in denying pay protection to Sii Harilal Kahar, Underground 
T oadcr w.e.f. May, 1986, Sri Harilal Kahar must be paid 
bis old last drawn pay as an underground loader In the .p'cee- 
T.ited group in his new alternative job as a time¬ 
rated worker. But the dffierence of the amount between the 
two posts shall be treated as ‘personal nay’ of Shri Harilal 
Kahar and the same shall be adjusted against his future 
incrc.isc of pay from the diUe when he joined as a lime-rated 
worker. 

This is my award.
